in order to be less various, rich, complex and tech¬ 
nical than MANOWAR actually are. 

Heavy Metal was the music that formed my 
taste and made my day back in the 80 s. I even 
liked MANOWAR a lot, then I sort of grew them 
up. Why did you pick up the old school Heavy 
Metal music and gave it a new meaning? After 
a few spins of your album, I still consider it to 
be damn good and yet, it is too "light" for the 
(usually) grim cliche of the genre and there is 
too much pink on the cover... Is this an attempt 
to make something different or just a joke? Or 
just good clean fun? 

Gatto Panceri 666: I'd say that we just wanna 
have some fucking fun! And possibly conquer the 
world! (this sentence just couldn't miss here) 

NANOWAR... not only kings of Metal, but mas¬ 
ters of the world and ...? What are your ideas 
for the future world order? Are you happy with 
the current one...? 

Gatto Panceri 666: We are the prime ministers of 
Uzbekistan and head of the dept, for the foreign 
affairs of the Bahamas Islands. The actual future 
world order is too good for us, it should be worse 
(just kidding). 

Speaking of the cover, the pink colors, the 
word "gay" and the obvious Village People / 
MANOWAR remake: how do these three meet 
at the NANOWAR design department? 

Gatto Panceri 666: TRUE METAL (MANOWAR) + 
GAYNESS (Village People) = GAY TRUE METAL 
(NANOWAR) 

What is your attitude towards gay people 
then? 

Gatto Panceri 666: Oh well, we just think anybody 
can do anything he wants to with his own butt, just 
like we do! 

Is there sort of a "message" behind your 


band? Many artists used their music to pro¬ 
mote ideas and views on life, what about you? 
"Better pizza than happy meal". It is a thing I 
agree with. 

Gatto Panceri 666: Then you should also agree 
with "Let him who hasn't a girlfriend go and call the 
number of the bitch" or "Kings Metal power true 
steel oh yeah" or "Brothers of the power true Metal 
of the kings"... we try to convey our deep philo¬ 
sophical views on life through our lyrics, these are 
just some examples of what they are. Seriously 
speaking, if there is something we want to say with 
our music - I'd call it a meta-message - it's just that 
after all we shouldn't take things (e.g. Heavy Metal 
Music) too seriously! Or one day we might wake 
up with pard underpants or spikes and face paint¬ 
ing! 

Have you ever thought about a name for your 
style of music? I can sell you one. What do you 
think about "context charged collage Metal" ? 
There are many hidden signs in your album, 
many links to classic Metal tunes / bands / 
lyrics... Was it on purpose? Do you think it 
might be a bit hard for the contemporary lis¬ 
tener to "open" all the "codes" in your album? 
Gatto Panceri 666: That definition isn't bad, 
except for the fact that I don't like it. About the 
codes... we just put all the ideas we have wherev¬ 
er we want to, of course we do it on purpose... by 
the way, there are also so many codes related to 
Italy and Italian language that foreign listeners 
cannot open! But, you know... we just record and 
do whatever passes through our minds without 
thinking of codes, listeners, cows, HN51 and 
Santa Claus. 

Have you ever had any feedback from bands 
like MANOWAR, IRON MAIDEN, METALLI- 
CA...? "The Number of the Bitch" is a classy 
remake of "The Number of The Beast" that any 
IRON MAIDEN fan would appreciate. But still, 
have you ever had any negative reactions from 
bands / individuals about your album? People 
really lack a sense of humour sometimes. 
Gatto Panceri 666: No! We haven't got any feed¬ 
back from these bands yet, I guess we're just too 
"small" to be considered by them... But we do 
receive threats and menaces from Metalheads all 
around the world, of course! And from 
Neapolitans, too! 

By the way, an important question: we forgot to 
mention that you have released an album 


already (oh boy, I have just reviewed it!!). I 
noticed that you have released it by your¬ 
selves. It is a topic, that has always been of 
interest for me... what is better - to be released 
by a label or to release your band on your 
own? In Bulgaria it is better to do a release of 
your own, what about Italy? Is it hard to run a 
label on your own and take care of promotion, 
distribution and all the related stuff? What is 
the feedback? 

Gatto Panceri 666: Well, I'm quite convinced that 
with internet and file sharing (which I fully support, 
by the way) labels will slowly lose their meaning 
and usefulness... I mean, as the manager of the 
band, I see that you can sell a good amount of 
copies and organize a good number of shows 
without intermediate people doing this stuff for 
you... not even nearly as many as you could do 
with a label, but that's enough for now. And of 
course it takes a lot of time, money and energy, but 
it's worth it. We're having a really good feedback 
by Metalheads and press. In Russia several writ¬ 
ers from magazines and webzines voted our 
album as one of the best of 2005,1 receive fan 
mails and CD orders almost everyday, we have 
had over 50 positive reviews worldwide, we 
reduced inflation to 1,2%, we raised job incomes 
by 3,9%, we cut off public deficit by 11,3%...uhm... 

I guess well have to start a political party! Anyway, 
talking of Italy...well...our scene is quite strange, I'd 
say... I couldn't tell you if it would be better to be 
released by a label (it probably is), I can just tell 
you that booking agencies own our "live" scene, so 
it is to them you have to relate to if you want to play 
live - which is the best and biggest part of "being a 
band". 

File sharing and internet... do they kill music or 
it is just a matter of a new policy of the record 
labels? 

Gatto Panceri 666: I believe that file sharing is 
definitely a very good thing, I mean, I share our 
stuff on eMule and I put plenty of files to download 
on our website. And in our case that definitely 
worked! We're having a good feedback from peo¬ 
ple all around the world without any label or man¬ 
agement, and we all owe almost all of this to the 
internet & file sharing! Then, there are also lots of 
people who downloaded our albums from the 
internet and then bought them from our website 
and at our live shows... File sharing doesn't kill 
music at all, it "kills" all the other people who have 


almost nothing to do with music and art (i.e. dis¬ 
tributors and labels) but nonetheless feed on it. I 
believe that the only policy which might save 
labels from the internet would be to sharply 4 
decrease CD prices and change the actual mech¬ 
anisms of distribution. Anyway, the first aim of a 
musician would be to have his own music "lis¬ 
tened" and not to earn too much on it, so I believe 
that bands shouldn't worry too much about this.... 
Playing live... how can you describe a 
NANOWAR concert? Do you have any special 
scene costumes? 

Gatto Panceri 666: About our shows... well, it's 
quite hard even to call it a concert... and it's just 
harder to describe it! Imagine five good musicians 
playing good songs in front of a huge crowd.... well 
we've nothing to do with such a thing!!! About our 
costumes... of course we have them! I'll tell you a 
little bit about them. We're all dressed up like Wall 
Disney's characters: Potowotominimak is a pirate 
from "Peter Pan", Baffo is "Snow White", Abdul is 
"Alladin", Uinonaraider is "Wart" from "The Sword 
in the Stone" and I am Cinzia the Transsexual (it's 
an upcoming Disney movie). 

Paying some attention to the lyrics... who 
wrote them? There are some nice hits, like the 
above-mentioned "The Number of the Bitch", 
that really made me laugh. What turns a lyric 
into "a good lyric", according to you? 

Gatto Panceri 666: Well, first of all thank you for 
having defined the words we sing "lyrics":) By the 
way, I'm glad that "The Number of the Bitch" made 
you laugh, it made me laugh too the first time I 
wrote it! A good lyric... well, good lyrics are either 
"philosophical / poetical" like DEATH, NEVER¬ 
MORE or DARK TRANQUILLITY'S ones, either 
nonsense-demented ones like the ones from 
ANAL CUNT! We just don't write "good lyrics".... 
we just arrange words in order to make people 
laugh! 

Brutallica is a Bulgarian magazine, so we are 
kind of keen on asking one and the same ques¬ 
tion in every interview - "What do you know 
about Bulgaria?" 

Gatto Panceri 666: What do I know? Well, you're 
a former USSR communist ally... What else... your 
secret services were involved in Pope's John Paul 
Il's shooting during the 80s... then uhm... I always 
confuse your country with Hungary! 

Any final words, comments and... It's your turn 
here! 

Gatto Panceri 666: Aaaaaaaahhf ei pif rfipri

and those who write in the vein of the classic bands. 
We respect both sides and they are both needed. 

Congratulations also on your still hot contract with 
Obscene Prods. Are you satisfied with it and how did 
it actually happen that a Swedish band signed with a 
Czech company? 

We contacted Curby at Obscene Productions in hope 
of playing at Obscene Extreme Festival. He really 
liked our sound and booked us for the festival. We 
talked some more and agreed that SPLITTER would 
sign for Obscene. We are very happy and proud to 
I sign with Obscene Productions. With Obscene we 
feel that we’re going to get the support we need to 
bring the new generation of Swedish Grind Core to 


the States. You got a point there. I think we have a 
different attitude here in Europe when it comes td 
business, being successful, making money and so 
on... maybe it has something to do with that. 

Honestly speaking, I discovered for myself bands like 
NASUM and GADGET 1-2 years ago thanks to a label 
from... America. Is there a place for Grind Core in 
Sweden or is it more accentuated on the melodic 
Swedish Death Metal that is so modem nowadays? 
The Death Metal Scene is definitely bigger but the 
Grind scene is growing over here a lot thanks to 
NASUM (R.I.P). 

Today we witness a huge development in the Gri 
Core field, the bands play awesome, the sound i 
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I was very happy to be asked from Chavdar of 
Brutallica Magazine to do an interview with a killer 
Grind Core band! You were totally unknown to me 4 as 
a name even, so let’s start with this: wife are SPLIT 1 
TER? 

The whole idea behind SPUTTER was founded around 
Christmas in 2003 by Thimmy, Fredrik and Oskar. Jt 
all started like a joke, a lot of talk but no action. After 
some time we decided to make it happen and to give 
it 100%. The songwriting, especially the writing of 
lyrics was exceeding in early springtime 2004. We 
made some live performances and then added the 
second guitar player Niklas. Later in 2005 our old 
bassplayer quit and our current bassplayer Fredrik 
joined the band. Current Line-up: Fredrik Thalberg - 
vocals: Thimmy Broden - guitar; Niklas Holm - Guitar; 
Fredrik Holmqvist - bass; Oskar Pihl Hedberg - 
drums. 

What I heard from your website appealed to me a lot! 
Would you tell me some more about the creation of 
your latest work „En Sorglig Historia“? 

„En Sorglig Historia 11 was recorded at studio 
Fredman, Gothenburg, Sweden. It has always been a 
dream for us to record in that studio since a lot of 
classic Metal albums were recorded there. For exam¬ 
ple: AT THE GATES ..Slaughter of The Soul". The 
Recording session went really well and we really got 
along with the producers. A lot of laughs, beer and 
of course a whole lot of music. „En Sorglig Historia 11 
is our strongest material so far. The songs are defi¬ 
nitely stronger. They are faster and more brutal, but 
still catchy and groovy. It feels like we are starting to 
find a sound of our own. The songs where recorded 
live to get a good Reeling" and the right amount of 
energy. 

You exist barely since 2003, but for such a short 
period of time you proved that we will hear from you

more often. Can you T^yeal to me that secret of 
Swedish ntfsicians: how can you, after 2 years ot. 
bxisfence*sound like iband that has come up with 
4-5 albums? / 

First of all, thank you for those kind words. We got 
a lot of -good reviews on the „Vardagsengest“ MCD, 
and thdt’s dice but if people think we are good we 
want to prove to them that we are even better. It’s all 
about raising the bar and aim higher all the time. 
Setting up checkpoints 11 and n goals“ is the key to 
progress in SPLITTER and of course, keep an open 
mind. 

Times ago a band needed to release 2-3 albums in 
order to find its style and to sound better, while we 
nowadays see bands which sound professional from 
the very beginning, their sound is least bombastic 
and their manner of composing is on a much higher 
level. Do you think that this is owing to technologies 
or do you think it is from this that today’s kids devel¬ 
op more differently than those from the end of the 
80s? 

It’s a matter of both better technology and the cli¬ 
mate for young musicians today. It’s much easier 
nowadays to make good recordings. You can make 
killer recordings with cheap equipment in your 
rehearsal space or in front of your computer. The 
second reason is that the climate for young musi¬ 
cians is much better, at least in Sweden. Almost 
every kid that wants to start a band can find a 
rehearsal place quite easily. 

In relation to the previous question... how do you 
see today’s modem music, does it repeat the clas¬ 
sics like, for example, CARCASS, NAPALM DEATH, 
MORBID ANGEL TERRORIZER, or do we see really 
new and unique albums nowadays? 

There are two different camps today. There are those 
that have the ambition to create truly unique music

Would you reveal some more details of the contract 
itself... not numbers of course, but just sortie infor¬ 
mation of how it comes up to such a contract, what 
,one should he careful with and so on... Say some¬ 
thing from behind the scenes -1 think that most 
bands that have recently taken this course would be 
very interested to learn exactly what surrounds these 
steps of a musician... 

We haven’t signed a contract in the usual meaning. 
Our contract is more of an oral agreement that we 
will deliver the music and they will release it. You can 
say we take advantage of each other with no strings 
attached. We get total freedom with our music and 
they get to release kick ass grindcore. 

Every band in the beginning (and after that) dreams 
of being taken under the wing of a big label. 
Hypothetically speaking, would you like to be joined 
in labels like Earache or Peaceville? According to me, 
thanks to labels like these the modem Underground 
Scene started to exist... Or do you prefer such labels 
as Relapse that are currently growing on the other 
side of the ocean? v 

It all depends on the deal. A good deal from any of 
those labels would be interesting. We rather release 
albums the DIY-way instead of being stuck with a 
shitty deal and a label that don’t care about us. 
Speaking of the ocean: is there any difference about 
producing between Europe and the States? I have the 
observation that the material coming from America is 
more luxury and is surrounded by more advertising 
and promotion; as a whole it looks like it is all more 
about business out there (and the Underground has 
nothing to lose here, I think, because the bands that 
want to have cool CD covers, well made videos and 
well organized tours are too few)... 

In Europe it’s is more of a „DIY-feeling“ compared to 


most cases kills, many style mixes are also available 
(like using EMO and NEUROSIS approaches). How do 
you see the future of the Grind Core style? I really 
hope that it will be strongly up to SPUTTER anyway. 
The future of Grind Core looks really promising. A lot 
of good bands in an early stage, playing different 
styles of Grind Core. The Scene will grow for sure. 
And as the style continues to develop we think it gets 
a broader audience. 

From interviews with other bands I realize that all this 
magic called a band is in fact business for the label 
as for the band itself it is only the glory that remains 
or something like that. Quite a few bands (even if 
being really famous ones) manage to earn money 
with music, so what is SPUTTER busy with when they 
don’t compose music? 

Working ouf asses of to survive and in the weekends 
party as hell, going to concerts and having a good 
time. Sunday is the day of hangover rehearsals. 
Monday: You return to your shitty dayjob and then it 
starts over. HAHA! 

When should we expect a full-length? 

Later this year. Right now we are writing songs for 
i t 

I hope that you will come to Bulgaria one day? Do 
you know where our country is and do you know any 
thing about it? 

Yes, we know where it is but we don’t know much 
about Bulgaria. It would be really nice to come and 
play in your country. We hope we can arrange thal 
some time in the future. 

Thank you for the interview, if you have something to 
add or if you simply want to say hi to the fans, this 
is the right time.

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weather in Singapore now? 

Morbid greetings Chavdar, I’m fine here. 

The weather is hot and humid over here and 
so are the chicks. 

Your band CHAOS REGAL, even to me, was 
totally unknown but I was pleasantly surprised 
when I heard the two songs uploaded in your 

» ace section. What is the story of CHAOS 
and who founded the band? 

I founded the band in December 2000 after I left 
DECIUS. It was difficult for me to find the right 
people to play in this band. I ended up calling 

K eat friends, Iman and Andy from VRYKO- 
to help me out. Then I met Falmi (Dies 
Irae Productions) when he was still setting up 
his partial shop at Vrykosound Studio in June 
2002, he told me he wanted to play in a band 
and I asked him whether he is interested. We 
jammed about a year together at the now 
defunct Vrykosound Studio after which Falmi left 
the band abruptly when Vrykosound Studio close 
down and make way for To Megatherion Studio. 
After that we had a guy called Rizal to handle the 
drums for a few months before Fauzzt joins us. 
Bands like SLAYER, MORBID ANGEL, POS¬ 
SESSED, SARCOFAGO and ANGEL CORPSE are 
our influences. 

I doubt that this is your first band ever - the 
songs sound very heavy and mature so I sup¬ 
pose that, if not all, at least some CHAOS REGAL 
members have been involved with other bands? 

Yes, in fact all four of us have been involved 
with other bands. Iman and Andy are still play¬ 
ing in VRYKOLAKAS, Fauzzt and me had played 
together in DECIUS before he joined IMPIETY. He 
also did the drumming for HAIL, AS SAHAR etc. 
Do you have any tracks other than the ones you 
have uploaded in My Space? How about any 
plans for a debut album or a split release with 
another local band at least? 

We have some other tracks that we are going to 
use for future recordings. We are planning to 
release these 2 songs on a 7-inch vinyl some¬ 
where this vear. 

CHAOS REGAL is the second Singaporean band 
that I take an interview from. The other was 
IMPIETY. Later they even signed to Osmose 
Productions, which was a surprise for me. When 
do you think CHAOS REGAL shall be ready to 
make something remarkable, or maybe I have to 
ask you if you have the intention to do some¬ 
thing serious with this project? 

It will take some time for us to achieve that. We 
are doing things one-step at a time. We are not 
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To escape from the cliche ... that’s what I want to do lately. 
What do I mean with that?! In most magazines, no matter if 
paper or web ones, bands from Asia and other distant places 
are quite often called exotic. I kind of don’t like this word, for 
sounding sort of arrogant and underestimating even. I never 
have discriminated bands, regardless of where they come 
from - Indonesia, Malaysia or, in that very case, Singapore. 
Yes, CHAOSREGAL are from Singapore and they deserve 
attention despite that. That’s why I would like to introduce 
you to them ... or, to say it this way, let’s the music speak...

in a rush for it. We will remain as a studio band 
for some time. Perhaps when the time is right 
for us to perform live, we shall perform. Besides 
the band, all of us have normal jobs. 

Till this moment, have you played live and what 
were the reactions from the crowd? By the way, 
how are the Singaporean fans? 

We have not played live before. 

How is my old Singaporean friend Falmi and why 
did he lose the interest to play in CHAOS 
REGAL? 

I think he’s doing fine now. The last time I spoke 
to him was over the phone in January 2006. He 
just told me that he didn’t have the time to ded¬ 
icate himself to the band back then, as he was 
busy with his personal life. We are still friends 
though. I think he just got back to the „band 
thing again with his Hard Core band - Stomping 
Ground and Sphere. That’s what I heard. 

I guess it is a problem for every Metal band in 
Singapore when a member leaves it because the 
Scene there is small and it is hard to find musi¬ 
cians, right? 

Yes, I agree with that. Only a handful of musi¬ 
cians are serious enough while many treat it like 


a hobby and once they got married and settle 
down, they seem to fade away from the scene. 

I can’t really blame them for that. Cost of living 
is expensive here in Singapore. 

You also have your own distro & label ... 
Sepulchral Music. Tell here what kind of stuff 
you release and distribute through it? 

Well we are only concentrating in distributing 
import CDs, T-shirts and magazines in 
Singapore and Malaysia. No plans to release 
bands albums at the moment. Some magazines 
that we help to distribute are Slayer (Norway), 
Ancient Ceremonies (Portugal), Sounds Of Death 
(U.S.A.), Chaos (Germany) as well as your 
excellent magazine, Brutallica! 

I heard some time ago that you had problems to 
distribute Metal music in Singapore and in 
Malaysia! What is the situation now? 

No problems in my country, Singapore but how¬ 
ever in Malaysia, things just got worst when 
news about the MAYHEM Asian tour were 
announced recently. Thanks to the negative 
media hype, the government over there is con¬ 
sidering whether to ban the genre completely. 
Since then it’s quite hard for me to sell the 


stuffs that I’m distributing to my 
Malaysian customers. 

What is the situation with the recording 
studios in Singapore? A lot of studio 
equipment is made in Singapore so I guess 
there are very good studios, at (east if we speak 
of equipment. But for Metal bands most impor¬ 
tant is the sound engineer, right? 

So far, none of the studios here can match the 
standard of those in America and Europe. The 
studio that we recorded the 2 songs were done 
by 2 Metalheads who happen to work there but 
still they are not there yet, perhaps with time 
and experience these guys will progress. Even if 
you have the best equipments and studios; it’s 
the sound engineer and the band that will make 
the difference. 

Could you tell me which are the most important 
and valuable releases in your musical collection? 

SARCOFAGO ... J.N.R.I, POISON ... Jnto The 
Abyss' 1 , SLAYER ... „Reign In Blood 11 , METALLI- 
CA ... .Master Of Puppets 11 , BLASPHEMY ...

Everything looks good for your magazine. From 
time to time I can see that there is some 
improvement in terms of paper quality and con¬ 
tent. Perhaps you guys can add in scene reports 
for different countries and adding a gallery page 
where you guys can put up photos of old bands. 
That would be killer! The only complaint about 
your magazine from me is that the sizes of cer¬ 
tain fonts are too small, making it difficult for us 
to read. 

OK, I think that’s enough for the moment. Leave 
here some message to the thousands of fans 
who will read this interview!

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Congratulations on your latest album! How was it 
accepted worldwide? Actually, is it important for 
you to know what people think about ARALLU in 
general? 

Butchered : Hail from ARALLU!! First of all, thanks 
for your compliment. 

Actually we really don’t care what people think or 
say abut ARALLU, we believe in something and we 
live with our believes. We know that there is many 
people from all over the world (including Israel) 
who don’t really like our music and our lyrics. So 
what? We stop to play our music? NO way!! But 
also we know that there are many fans of ARALLU 
so we don’t care and we still make our music 
You started it all in ’97... was it easy to find decent 
musicians that to work with and have you played in 
other bands before devising ARALLU? 

Butchered : ARALLU is my first true and serious 
band I ever had, before ARALLU I played with some 
friends at some garages but ARALLU is the only 
band that I work so hard with. 

Also, was it easy to spread your music outside your 
country in the very beginning? What I mean is that 
many people in the Black Metal circles are biased 
towards bands coming from Israel (I personally 
Ifind that ridiculous, as true dedication has no fixed 
1 origin)... 

Butchered : In the beginning yes, it was very diffi¬ 
cult to spread the music outside of Israel. Today 
. we have the internet and it’s very easy, but in ’97 

I - the time that we released the first demo, every¬ 
thing was by air mail and it was very slow and 
r expensive. Today it’s easier. I never get some bad 
mail because I’m from Israel... on the contrary, it’s 
very cool to be from a country like Israel and from 
the Middle East. It’s very special and people like it. 
You combine raw Black / Thrash riffs with authen¬ 
tic Oriental rhythms and the outcome, in my ears 
i>at least, sounds unbelievably good! This, I pre¬ 
sume, is the ARALLU members’ way of paying trib¬ 
ute to the 80’s extreme Metal Scene and express¬ 
ing their pride of their ancient roots at the same 
time? 

Butchered : Yes, that’s exactly what we are doing, 
we grew up on the 80’s Thrash Metal Scene. And 
■also we like the power and the evil that is in the 
Black Metal Scene of the middle 90s. But our lyrics 
are not abutting upon the problem or the culture of 
Europe or the o.k. - our lyrics are about our situa¬ 
tion in Israel and about our ancient culture. That’s 
what made ARALLU unique and different from.the 
other bands. 

Now that I mentioned roots: is it easy to be 
involved with an extreme Metal band in Israel? 

Butchered : No, we have a Metal scene in Israel but 


only „mainstream Metal". People in Israel prefers 
bands like OPETH, ORPHANED LAND, MEGADETH 
and more bands like that. We have here an extreme 
Metal scene but it’s very small. We play the most 
extreme Metal that we can, and it’s too sad to see 
that there are not too many people that really like 
this music, in Israel and in the whole world. 

Unlike many outfits, you tend to reveal gladly such 
,spicy" details as the origin of your own band 
name, and one can also find at your website links 
to a Sumerian dictionary, The Book of Enoch, 
ancient language and scripts, etc... Don’t you 
sometimes feel like you would like to keep some¬ 
thing solely for yourselves? Or is forwarding all that 
info meant to prevent interviewers from asking 
same questions again and again? 

Yonatan: Well, there is so much about our origins 


that you don’t know, and even if we know a lot 
about it, we learn more and more each day. It is a 
very fascinating subject. We always answer all the 
(’questions in the interviews, even if we get the same 
"ones, cause in each interview other people read it 
and we want to get to as much people as we can. 
As I mentioned asking: your top 3 of dumbest 
ARALLU-related questions of all times? 

Yonatan : Wow, good question. We use a lot of sub¬ 


jects and we get many stupid questions such as: 
„Are you Arabs?" or „Do you worship Hitler?". I 
once saw in Tel Aviv a graffito of ARALLU and a 
Swastika under it. Butchered is known as Moti 
ARALLU in the scene, people think it is a surname, 

( and they ask us a lot what’s the origin of 
Butchered’s last name. Umm... it’s actually an

At the first show, this dude went on 
stagehand just stjjpd there, Butchered kicked him 


to the whole crowd beating him up. We usually try 
to bring guest singers to come on stage with us to 
do „Evil Has No Boundaries", pitching Hour" and 
our songs. We smash the skulls, and drink the 
blood and the wine. This is REAL HAVOC, man. 
„You will not hear ARRALU singing about war 
because they read books or saw many films about 
it but because they live in the middle of it"... that’s 
what the Epidemie main page says about ARALLU, 
and this gives birth to the following question: have 
you ever felt like you’re about to burst into laugh¬ 
ter, whenever hearing the musicians of one or 
another North / West European Black Metal band 
singing about war and destruction, without having 
even the slightest clue of how it feels to live on the 
edge? 

Yonatan : Umm, when we listen to the music of 


bands that sing about war, we usually listen to thej 
music and not to the lyrics, cause we know it ain’t* 
the same but when these bands are too fucking I 
scared to come to Israel then we blast with laugh- [ 
ing. Cause they show us their real faces behind the! 
corpse paint and the swords. But, to tell you the 
truth, the music is what is important to us - also | 
the lyrics, but the music is number one. 

On the lyrical front, you guys are as outrageous as 
are the riffs that you forward to the listener; then 
again, which of music and lyric writing works bet¬ 
ter, when it comes to both self-expression and 
negativity outpush? 

Yonatan : We always write lyrics, before and after 
an album, when we have something good we keep 
it. And you’ve gotta understand that the situation in 
Israel just helps us to fulfill what we wanna pass 
to the listener. The strong feelings are just there, 
you gotta know how to take them. And music, we 
are very musical people, we listen to it all the time 
and try to play as much as we can. We do projects 
all the time. Music is the main course for our lives. 

If you take away the music from us we’ll fucking

First off, how did it come up to signing up with Tyrant 
Syndicate and do you feel either proud or lucky for 
being joined under the banner of a label run by peo¬ 
ple involved in probably the most respected Black 
Metal band for the time being? 

Well, Fenriz got our rehearsal tape and he contacted 
me and said that he digs our stuff, etc. After a while 
the contact got closer and closer and he said that. 
should send the tape and the 7“ recordings to 
Nocturno Culto. In November 2004 Nocturno Culto 
said to me that he wants OLD under the banner of 
Tyrant Syndicate and on February 2005 we finally 
signed the contract with them. It’s a big honour for us 
to be there. Maybe a thing we couldn’t believe in the 
beginning. But you see - Tyrant is a real Underground 
label. If they would make money with Tyrant 
they would NOT sign with an unknown band 
like OLD! 

It would also be interesting to learn some 
more about how it all started - when was OLD 
formed, have you previously played in other 
bands, etc.? 

We started in spring of 2003 as a two man band, run 
by me and guitarist Doomhammer. We felt very fast 
that here is a lot of potential in the songs and so we 
added some friends of us to be a full band.

Your band’s name, by the way, sounds least defiantly 
unpretentious - is it meant to be sort of a clue that 
you guys are firmly going for sticking to the very roots 
of Metal in whatsoever forms?

SCHOOL METAL. And that’s ALL about the name.... We 
think the name is perfectL.Jf people prefer band 
names like RAVEN FART or GRAVE SNAIL they can do 
what they want.

No song of the 7“ single will be on the full-length 
album. The only known song on it will be „Blood Skull” 
from the rehearsal tape. At the moment there are no 
plans for a re-release of the 7“ single. 

As I touched on your upcoming album: how is the 
work on it going and when should we expect it to be 
out approximately? Perhaps you could even mention 
some track titles conceived as yet. 

Just last weekend we started with the studio work, and 
it’s almost finished, we have to go there one more 
time for the solo guitar and the vocals. The material is 
in the same neckbreaking old school style like the 
other releases. I would say the main inspirations are 
CELTIC FROST, DESTRUCTION, DARKTHRONE and 
M0T0RHEAD. Some titles are: .Empire in Flames”, 
.Triumph of Hell”, „Down with the Nails”, .Blood

allowing me to concentrate completely on song writ¬ 
ing and lyrics, and Destruct has crafted a signature 
style for his rifting and leads. I can say that FELD¬ 
GRAU today is a band, as opposed to being a pro¬ 
ject at the time of the first CD. Mechanized 
Misanthropy 11 isyinly the beginning for FELDGRAU. 
We never intended FELDGRAU to limit ourselves to 
only one release. We have a new 7“ EP entitled 
..Industrial Winter* out soon on Agonia and we have 
nearly all of the material started for our second full 
length CD. Hopefully (with our busy schedules) we 
can record that by the end of the year. At the same 
time, FELDGRAU does represent an aspect or ele¬ 
ment of each one of us that is not reflected in our 
other bands. FELDGRAU offers us an outlet for our 
outside ideas so to speak. 

By the way, I have recently found out that you have 
recorded a demo before that („Crush the Christian 
Contagion*, 2004). Is it still possible to find? 

The demo „Crush the Christian Contagion 11 was sim¬ 
ply a 6 song promo used to obtain a recording deal. 
Those same 6 songs appear on the first CD in exact¬ 
ly the same manner as they appear on the CD-R 
promo. It was never released to the public. 

Who was entrusted with the work on the MM* lay¬ 
out, and to what an extent do you pay attention to 
visuals? 

Our label Agonia suggested to us a certain guy, and 
with our vision, graphics and ideas, and his exper¬ 
tise, the „MM“ layout was born. We worked with him 
again for the ..Industrial Winter 11 EP and will continue 
to work with him in the future. Like minded folks 
think alike: it’s that simple. We would send him art 
or photos or ideas, and he would do something even 
more spectacular than we had conceived. That is a 
true partnership: we were impressed, he was 
impressed, and a brilliant outcome was achieved. 
FELDGRAU is intended to be a music / lyric / visual 
experience: all the elements support each other and 
make the end result greater than the sum of its parts. 
In FELDGRAU’s combining of unpolished Black / 
Death riffs with cold Industrial drones I tend to see 
something rather symbolical... Would it be relevant to 
think that the material on your CD is supposed to 
mirror your attempts of portraying man’s undying 
ignorance expressed in his lack of either ability or 


care to foresee the rise of his own inventions against 
him? 

It’s quite strange: ten years ago I had such a differ¬ 
ent concept of humanity. For the most part, I held it 
in the highest contempt, yet I still felt the need for its 
redemption, in the fact that it indeed could redeem 
itself, if only through extreme measures. Now, I’m 
disgusted by the lot. I’m disgusted by everything, 
everywhere, all the time. Humanity is a disease. Shall 
we find the cure? I say it is time! I have created 
FELDGRAU to be one certain element of that cure: 
perhaps the fact that so many folks are afraid or in 
fear of what we are and will become is evidence of 

the decay that is everywhere... Cold. 

Industrial. Drone. Existence? 

Witnessing FELDGRAU live sounds like quite an 
unforgettable experience to me! Have you thought of 
doing some live performances or do you prefer to 
stay away from the crowd? 

FELDGRAU has not played live yet. However, we do 
plan, after the release of our second full length CD, 
to play live and hope to tour Europe with that release. 
Certain elements of our music are very hard to recre¬ 
ate live, and we want to make sure that FELDGRAU 
will sound as close to the CD as possible. We have 
had several offers for shows on the East Coast of the 
US, but we have had to turn them down because at 
this point in time we are simply not ready. Our time 
will come! 

Now one shady thoughts-free, absolutely rhethorical 
question: .War is the hygiene of the world* was a line 
that impressed me deeply, and I also agree with it to 
a great extent! BUT: how would you feel if you find 
out one day that you have ended up in the lists with 
people whose disappearance is inexorably needed, in 
order the purity of the world to become a reality? 

All of the strong in the world must compete with the 
others. And what is ..strong 11 ? I suppose I have my 
definition, it is what keeps me above those I must 
interact with on a daily basis. However, who am I to 
say that there are others that have a far greater and 
more powerful agenda than I? So be it. If they are 
worthy, and I can unite with them, then I shall. If not, 

I suppose I shall become history.. And isn’t 

the purity of the world also very person specific? For 
example: I may be on the list here in the US already. 


I personally predict that there will be a fasciae Right 
Wing Christian state here in the United Stafes in Sie 
next 20 years. I said the same thing in an interview 
10 years ago. I mean it. This place is crazy. Not 
crazy enough to strap bombs to young men and have 
them blow up buses and markets and border check¬ 
points, but crazy enough! Who will be their first' 

enemy? Myself, and all of my kind.I can only 

be who I am. I will not bow to some absurd concept, 
belief or government. If I end up in front of the firing 
squad, so be it. My works and life achievement will 

far outlive this body of mine anyway. 

You have not launched a FELDGRAU website, but 
right now I can name at least 5 bands (all of them 
side projects too!) with barely one full-length 
released, but they already have websites some of 
which with message boards even!!! Are you prone to 
agree with me that this is simply ridiculous? 

We prefer the minimalism of our image and the fact 
that we want our music to speak for itself. 
As I touched on websites and such: your opinion 
about download sources like Soulseek or DC++? 

I purchase the music that I listen to. I don’t down¬ 
load and don’t intend to. Perhaps it’s the fact that I’m 
older than most folks listening to Metal these days, 
but I want the actual product, and I want to support 
the band in as many ways as I can. 

I have just remembered that years back I was sent a 
KREATOR tribute where ANGELCORPSE were joined 
with their Measure To Kill* interpretation. If you ever 
decide paying any band(s) a tribute with FELDGRAU, 
which would it / they be? 

FELDGRAU decided early on that we would not cover 
any other bands songs. 

Imagine that you are entrusted with the task of clean¬ 
ing the US society tomorrow: who would you annihi¬ 
late first? 

I would insist on mandatory intelligence / problem 
solving / physical fitness testing for everyone. End 
result: several standardized classes of competence 
and worth to society (work is a much more produc¬ 
tive measure than annihilation, we could get a good 
20-30 years out of a lot of them). No extermination, 
but there would be mass sterilizations according to 
merit and worth to society. And I don’t believe in 
socialism, but we would at first have to approach 
things on a mass level, on a government sponsored 
and supported level. After a generation or two, there 
would be sufficient diversity in intelligence, creativity, 
and physicality that breeding could be supported 
again, and encouraged as long as the partners were 
going to upgrade the species. Insane? People do this 
with dogs, race horses, cattle, yet we do not enforce 
this imperative discipline within our own species.

into you, to sense whether the potential reader is 
ready to uncover the dark secrets contained within 
the book. The book is only one of many ancient gri- 
moires and occult tomes within the BAL-5AG0TH uni¬ 
verse, but it is the one which hides the most terrify¬ 
ing and malefic lore of all. It’s an idea very much 
inspired by Lovecraft’s Necronomicon. I just figured 
it would be cool to have a booklet cover which was 
literally a book cover! That’s an idea I’d had in mind 
for years, and finally when I came up with the idea 
for „The Chthonic Chronicles - 1 knew the time was 
right. I just hope people don’t go into book stores or 
libraries looking for copies of the book, because of 
course it doesn’t exist! 

Do you have some videos in plans? 

BYRON: We’ll never do a standard boring video. Any 
BAL-SAGOTH video would have to be a very interest¬ 
ing and unusual piece to make it worth doing. I have 
several video ideas storyboarded, so perhaps one 
day these may be filmed if the funds become avail¬ 
able. I have many contacts in the re-enactment and 
film industry who would be willing to provide fully 
costumed extras for such a video, and battles of truly 
epic proportions would thus be feasible to recreate. 
There was a plan to make a video some years ago, 
which was to be directed by an Emmy award winning 
director who specializes in historical pieces, but the 
label could not come up with the money. Recently 
I’ve been compiling a lot of early band footage plus 
some footage of our tours with DARK FUNERAL and 
EMPEROR, so that will probably be released to the 
fans at some point. 

What is the current drummer situation in the band? 
Is Dan Mullins a permanent member of BAL- 
SAGOTH? Did he record the drum parts for the new 
CD, or was it Jonny, as was initially planned? 

BYRON: Dan is basically a permanent session mem¬ 
ber who will play live on stage if we ever get round 
to doing any more gigs. He also played the drums on 
the album, and Jonny tells me that he supervised Dan 
very closely at all times during the recording process. 

If there was something which Jonny didn’t like, he’d 
just go and change it with the music software after¬ 
wards, so basically we have a very flexible method of 
recording drums. I’m very pleased with Dan’s blast- 
beats on the new album, which are about the fastest 
we’ve had so far. 

Throughout your albums you have managed to cre¬ 
ate a complex universe which combines fantasy, sci- 
fi and mythological concepts. What are your main 
sources of inspiration for creating these dark 
visions? I know that literature is one... 

BYRON: Yes indeed, literature, movies, comic books, 
even video games all play a major part in the inspi¬ 
rational process. My lyrical inspirations are sum-

Hail! Yes indeed, one of the primary objec- 
which I set forth for this album was that it be 
ti darker and more extreme than much of our 
s recent work.

We had several deadlines which 
in place but for various reasons we were unable 
leet them. Delays included problems with the 
rare, upgrading equipment, and band arguments. 

, we took quite a long time to create this album 
luse we were almost waiting for recording tech- 
igy to catch up to our vision of what we wanted 
il-Sagoth album to sound like! In the past when 
recorded mainly on analogue media and equip- 
it, we always found that we were almost running 
of recording tracks, and that the medium wasn’t 


flexible enough to incorporate all our strange ideas, 
subtle nuances and multi-layered audial soundcapes. 
With the advent of digital technology, we found that 
we could finally work in an almost unlimited environ¬ 
ment, for example achieving truly organic sounding 
choirs and highly genuine orchestral effects, all with¬ 
out worrying about running out of tracks! Certain 
parts of Jhe Power Cosmic" and „Atlantis 
Ascendant” were recorded digitally, but Jhe 
Chthonic Chronicles” is our first album to be created 
100% in the digital realm. Of course one of the prob¬ 
lems was getting to grips with the technology and 
manipulating it to its best extent, which is one of the 
reasons why the album took so long. And then of 
course the other reason why it took such a long time 
is because we don’t do BAL-SAGOTH as a job, it’s 
just a kind of hobby, so there were limits to how 
much time we could spend on things during any 
given day or week. 

Your newest album is full of fantastic musical ideas... 
and has a great production. What are your plans for 
further work, will you remain the old Bal-Sagoth? 

BYRON: The essence of BAL-SAGOTH will never 
change. The same creative fire which has burned 
within all six albums will forever endure unadulterat¬ 
ed. Actually, we have not yet decided if we will con¬ 
tinue and make any further albums, but there will 
always be BAL-SAGOTH experiences out there for the 
fans to enjoy, and we will never change our style or 
sound. We have essentially created our own unique 
and immediately recognizable sound, and this is 
something which we will maintain. We will never 
drastically change our sound or approach, and we 
will never allow experimentation to get out of control 
to the point where it renders the material unrecog¬ 
nizable as BAL-SAGOTH. Many ask us why we do not 
change our sound between albums, but why should 
we change? We have legions of fans out there who 
appreciate what we do, and although we always 
inject something new and exciting into each album’s 
sound, we will never change our style or sound to 
any great degree. The essence which infused the very 
first album is the same as that which permeates all 
our subsequent work, and all our output reflects this. 
We have built our innovative sound, and we will not 
abandon our roots or change our approach. 

Would you reveal some details about the lyrical con¬ 
cept this time? .The Chthonic Chronicles was sup¬ 
posed to be the conclusion of the Second Trilogy of 
your grand saga... 


BYRON: Well, the whole BAL-SAGOTH saga is poten¬ 
tially endless, but Jhe Chthonic Chronicles” is also 
in many ways the culmination of the entire hexalogy. 
Although in certain respects it is a direct continuation 
of .Atlantis Ascendant” which fans must be at least 
somewhat familiar with in order to fully understand 
some of the thematic references, the new album also 
hearkens back to many of the story arcs and con¬ 
cepts spanning all of the albums so far. The essence 
of the new album is that it is the actual embodiment 
of an ancient occult grimoire which contains terrify¬ 
ing lore and blasphemous information concerning 
mankind’s true origin and the true nature of various 
hideous and malign entities which roam the universe, 
primarily the deadly and sinister demon-god Khthon. 
The various translations of the original manuscript 
have been sought by occultists and diabolists 
throughout history, and the album is a journey 
through the pages of this imaginary book and its sin¬ 
ister contents. Also on the album is the long await¬ 
ed continuation of the .Obsidian Crown” story, which 
began in 1996 on the .Starfire Burning...” album! 
There is also a prequel to the song Jhe Dreamer In 
The Catacombs Of Ur” on the album, entitled 
.Unfettering The Hoary Sentinels Of Karnak”, which 
explains the events leading to Dr. Ignatius Stone’s 
fateful expedition to Ur. Fans of the extensive lyrical 
mythos will be interested by some of the revelatory 
information and insights into some of the favourite 
characters, too. The album essentially culminates 
with young Xerxes experiencing a terrifying epiphany 
which has a serious effect on his destiny and the 
path he subsequently follows. The album basically 
has relevance to the whole saga so far. 

How important is the cover art for you? Does it have 
to indicate the album’s title directly? 

BYRON: The cover art is always very important to me, 
which is why I have always worked very closely with 
our artists during the creation of all the album cov¬ 
ers. The cover artwork must in some way reflect the 
essence of the album, either in an abstract way, or, 
preferably, in a way which directly represents the 
characters and events from the stories contained 
within an album. The cover of the new album is 
intended to convey the actual ancient book known as 
Jhe Chthonic Chronicles” itself. There were many 
different translations of the original manuscript 
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moned from a wide variety of souri 
lifelong fascination with ancient legendry, arcane 
mythology, history and the occult, as well of course 
as an enduring love for all aspects of fantasy, sci¬ 
ence-fiction and imaginative media. The fantasy uni¬ 
verse which I have created and in which all of the 
lyrics take place is a vast place, complete with its 
own history, mythology, theology and cosmology. 
The true prime directive for me is to take readers on 
a wondrous journey into the realms of the imagina¬ 
tion... a voyage into fantasy, sci-fi and occult mythol¬ 
ogy. There are many episodes in the epic saga of 
BAL-SAGOTH. The BAL-SAGOTH stories are very 
multi-layered, replete with allegory and metaphor in 
many cases, and all my influences over the years 
have been fused to create this grand and complex 
lyrical fantasy universe. I am a great admirer of 
authors such as Robert E. Howard, H.P. Lovecraft, 
Edgar Rice Burroughs, Tolkien, Frank Herbert, Stan 
Lee, Arthur C. Clarke etc, and additionally a great 
deal of mythological and occult texts influence me 
greatly. The BAL-SAGOTH lyrics can be read on many 
levels, and the stories contain many occult secrets 
waiting to be discovered by the more erudite reader. 
As far as the lyrics are concerned, are they written 
prior to or after the music? 

BYRON: Always before. The songs always start out as 
stories and lyrics; the concept and thematic essence 
of a piece always comes first. I always have the 
lyrics and stories planned out or fully written well in 
advance of the commencement of the music writing 
process. I present a synopsis of the events and a 
detailed directive concerning the kind of musical 
composition which is needed to Jonny so he knows 
what is needed with the music. I invariably inform 
Jonny about the nature of the story, and what moods 
and atmospheres are ideally required, and what key¬ 
board ^special effects", if any, I think would be ben¬ 
eficial to the piece, and then he goes wawy and 
weaves his musical magic, for good or ill. 

BAL-SAGOTH have a really matchless style, blending 
melodic Black Metal with epic Heavy Metal and pow¬ 
erful orchestrations... What do you think is the rea¬ 
son that you manage to keep such an unique 
approach over so many years - and still not being 
copied in a major way by other bands?

I: I think onejtthe^easons is that we. don't 
listen to any other bands in the genre, and we always 
lock ourselves away during writing so that we are not 
unduly influenced by any outside sources. Our style 
is so strange, insular, unique and complex that I 
don’t believe there are any bands out there who are 
psychologically or artistically capable of copying our 
approach. The essence of our song writing is a very 
unique and secret formula. One of the keys is syner¬ 
gy and the accurate realization of ideas from the con¬ 
ceptual phase all the way to the final product. There’s 
a touch of magic about this band that no other group 
could ever possibly hope to emulate, I dare say. 

Even though I think that you are completely innova¬ 
tive, some might say that there are some bands that 
have influenced you in the past. What would those 
be? 

BYRON: Well my favourite bands will always be 
BATHORY, SLAYER, CELTIC FROST, MORBID ANGEL, 
DEICIDE, METALLICA, SABBAT, IRON MAIDEN, 
EMPEROR, et al. Jonny also likes a lot of old extreme 
Metal, but his favourite bands are stuff like TANGER¬ 
INE DREAM, VANGELIS, and the POLICE. Chris is a 
big fan of METALLICA and SLAYER. So, in reality, all 
these classic bands can be seen as having influ¬ 
enced our art in some way or another. 

Some time ago there was a rumour about you. It 
claimed that you will make only six albums and then 
you will stop playing music under the name of BAL- 
SAGOTH. Is there any truth in this rumour? 

BYRON: Maybe. There is certainly enough material 
remaining to cover a further six albums and beyond! 
However, whether or not we ever get round to 
recording those albums remains to be seen. 
Generally, we don’t really enjoy participating in the 
music industry, as there are too many dishonourable, 
pedantic and untrustworthy entities which infest it. 
However, Jonny and myself have often spoken about 
the possibility of a side-project which will be very 
symphonic in nature, so that’s another possibility. 
And of course fans of the stories will be able to read 
additional adventures in both prose short-story and 
graphic novel format soon, and there is still interest 
from various software development companies to 
turn the concept into a computer game, so there 
should hopefully be plenty of opportunity for fans to 


- revisit the BAL-SAGOTH universe in the future. And of 
course, we will probably at some point get round to 
releasing more albums... if the fans demand it! 

Which of your songs do you prefer to play in a live 
performance? 

BYRON: I always think it’s important to play a selec¬ 
tion of songs from all the albums during a show. 
Sometimes this isn’t easy because some of the other 
guys in the band don’t like playing songs from the 
first album. Generally though, I like playing material 
from all the chapters. 

What are your plans until the end of the year? 

BYRON: Nothing is definite yet. We might play a few 
shows, but nothing is confirmed. Jonny does sound 
engineering work for various bands these days, so he 
will be doing some more of that. I will also continue 
working with our artist Martin Hanford on the BAL- 
SAGOTH graphic novels/comic strips, so there is still 
a lot to occupy our time. 

When was the last time when you felt you were 
struggling in your career and faced real adversity? 

BYRON: We face adversity every day. It is often very 
difficult to keep BAL-SAGOTH going. Outside entities 
often attack us, and there is always a great deal of 
insidious subterfuge and backstabbing which sur¬ 
rounds this band, and those who revel in sowing the 
seeds of dissent are always lurking. We have many 
cunning and deceitful enemies. There are often argu¬ 
ments within the band, too. And then there are grand 
fuck ups which are perpetrated against us, such as 
the Wacken live album fiasco. The Wacken sampler 
debacle was one of the worst displays of incompe¬ 
tence ever witnessed. We have the unaltered raw 
footage of the set, which shows that we played the 
songs in time, but when they appeared on the CD & 
DVD they were like totally out of synch. Jhe 
Empyreal Lexicon" suffers the worst. And also, the 
credit info on the inlays gets the originator info total¬ 
ly wrong. It has maudling down as writing the lyrics, 
which is just bullshit. And the CD spells the title of 
the song wrong. It’s generally a fucking awful fuck 
up on someone’s part, and to this day nobody has 
offered any kind of explanation or apology. Maybe 
they did it all deliberately, who knows? Legal action 
is still being considered about that. Anyway, we’ll be 
releasing the true and correct versions of those 


tracks on our website soon, so at least the fans cart] 
get the right versions. 

Is it hard to run a band as a democracy and still keep 
it a functioning unit? 

BYRON: Yes, which is why I sometimes have to taki 
hard decisions about things for the greater good 
the band. I have this grand vision about the band’: 
destiny, which the other members often cannot sej 
or share. In truth, my vision of what we slioul, 
attempt to achieve and how we should go about it ii 
often at odds which that of the other members. Thii 
is one of the reasons why we have had so many ex-| 
members over the years. Democracy? Bah! I run this 
fucking band as a dictatorship! I am Emperor 
Palpatine! 

Before you became professional musicians, what 
kind of day jobs did you use to have? 

BYRON: We are not professional musicians. We still V 
have day jobs! Yes, unfortunately we do not make ail 
living from the band. We are a minority appeal .cult* f 
band, and that unfortunately just doesn’t bring in the I 
money. (So I hope people out there remember that | 
the next time they decide to illegally download one of J 
our albums instead of buying it honourably!) 

What do you think of the British Metal Scene at the 
moment? Are there any new bands worth mention- i 
ing? 

BYRON: Unfortunately I’m going to have to give a I 
very boring answer here and say that I don’t really 1 
keep up with what’s happening in the British scene. I 
But I will say that people should check out a band J 
from our city of Sheffield who call themselvesl 
..Extreme Maggot Infestation".

BYRON: Thanks to all the fans of BAL-SAGOTH who” 
are reading this.

Being started 10 years ago as a typical brutal Death Metal forma¬ 
tion, VILE undergo some changes during the lasLtwd years, 
which of course have reflected to their music. The last-album 
„The New Age of Chaos" aroused different opinions. For borne 
people it wasn’t as brutal and intense as the previous records Qf 
*ihe band were, for others (like me for example) it was a fresh air 
> on the US Death Metal Scene, mainly because it has a quite dif¬ 
ferent sound and some experimental elements. To see what 
direction VILE will take in the near future, I got in touch with the 
band leader Colin Davis, and here you can see his thoughts.

Where do you see the differences between VILE 
land the other well-known US Death Metal 
bands? Let’s say this interview could be read by 
.someone who has never heard about VILE. How 
can you describe your music and ideas? 

I For the older albums I’d compare them to MOR¬ 
BID ANGEL, if I had to pick a band. For the new 

I material I guess I would say DIMMU BORGIR 
meets HATE ETERNAL. Maybe that description 
i will help people. For this new material, I tried to 
| make it really catchy and memorable but do it in 
a brutal and uncompromising way. 


I think your main goal with ,The New Age of 
Chaos" nas been to make it as technical and 
vigorous as possible and to escape from the 
monotonous ideas which even bands like CAN¬ 
NIBAL CORPSE have. Can we say in some 
degree that Jhe New Age of Chaos" is an 
experiment for you? 

It’s definitely an attempt to do something differ¬ 
ent, yes. I wanted to infuse more melody into 
these songs. And even though I wrote the mate¬ 
rial alone, this album got a.huge boost from the 
fact that each of the musicians has a distinct 
style that you can always hear. 

You have 3 albums released, right? Now, sever¬ 
al years after the releasing of the records, do 
you see the strong and week points in them? 
They were all the best we could do at the time. 
I’m still satisfied with them. They each have a 
different feel and sound to me, and that’s a 
good thing I think. One of the goals for me is to 
keep changing with each release. 

Where did you record the 3 albums and what 
kind of equipment did you use? Digital or ana¬ 
log recording, what do you prefer? 

For this kina of recording, digital has so many 
advantages so that’s the way we record. I do 
love the sound of high-end analog but it’s not 
really appropriate for this music. The first two 
albums were recorded at Trident Studios. It’s a 
studio owned by Juan Urtega, the band’s former 
singer. This latest album was recorded at my 
own studio, Imperial Mastering. We are botn 
engineers by trade. 

I read about some VILE and DEEDS OF FLESH 
conflicts related to the Jim Tkacz and Mike 
Hamilton firing. You are going on tour together 
in the end of the month so I presume that you 
stand better with DEEDS OF FLESH now? 

Those must have been old. It’s been cool 
between us for a long time now. Jim left the 
band in 1998 anyway. 


The bass guitar in Jhe New Age of Chaos" 
sounds quite different, as compared to the pre¬ 
vious album - it is more audible and clearer. 
Such a bass sound you can hear more often 
from a Thrash Metal band, I guess this is a new 
influence for you, right? 

It makes sense because Jack Gibson of EXODUS 
recoded the bass on this new album. He has a 
very heardable and distinct style and sound. 
Everyone is really happy with the way the bass 
sounds on this album. And Jack’s style really 
helped the band sound tight. 

If we accept that bands like CANNIBAL CORPSE. 
DEICIDE and MORBID ANGEL are professional 
ones... they live from the music, but for small¬ 
er bands like VILE I guess you should have a day 
job, right? How do you succeed to keep your job 
since you sometimes are on tour for 3-4 weeks? 
It is hard to imagine that any employer in the 
world gives such long holidays, ha, ha.... 

Yeah a couple of us are recording engineers, 
now Mike, our new singer is a graphic designer 
and a Death Metal artist, his brother has a reg¬ 
ular job but has some flexibility. Reno and 
Erlend are also keeping their in lives open for 
touring and recording. It takes a special com¬ 
mitment to make this music work, you really 
have to love it. 

Wouldn’t it be better if you have a stable line up?

Of course it would be nice. But there are so 
many reasons why it’s hard to do. I’m doing my 
best to make that happen though. 

Can you say that playing in VILE cleanses p 
from all the negative eneray that you have got 
from the world you live in? 

I have tried to live without it 
and I cannot. So, I guess there is no other way. 
How much time will the recording process of 
your next album take and when should fans 


for a DVD release? 

Well, we are preparing to start the first tour in 
support of our new album, Jhe New Age of 
Chaos 11 . We will be doing several tours to sup¬ 
port this album. Then we can start writing new 
material and preparing for a new album. It takes 
so much to make a VILE album, so don’t expect 
a new one for about two years. We have 
released our past albums every three years but 
I want to shorten that, it is a little too long.

A project of BLEEDING BLACK’S Agan (guitar), Vampiriac (bass) 
and Pericles (drums), ORENDA proved to be a vertiginously gigantic step further into the obscure 
world that these guys once opened gates to, with releasing 2 albums under the name of their prior 
band. With their „Back in the Grave" debut, in my ears at least, these 3 guys (each of them with a 
solid contribution to Bulgaria’s extreme Metal activity in the 80s) are by no means of proving how 
far one can get in all that kvlt-trve-nekro slapstick that corpse painted brats have been proudly rais¬ 
ing the flag of in the last 5 years!

Man. I have to tell you that even though early 90’s 
Black Metal wave revivers have been growing like 
mushrooms lately and the whole story is not as 
interesting as it used to be, you STILL succeeded 
in causing me goose bumps with these 6 tracks! 
Honest!! Then again, have you assumed that OREN¬ 
DA might be easily underrated for the reason I 
pointed out already, namely that bands resorting to 
the 1990’s sound are too many at present? 

At first, thanks for your kind words... I’m glad that 
you liked the album. As for this whether it will be 
appreciated or not, we don’t care about that. If 
appealing to somebody was our goal then the 
release wouldn’t have sounded the way it does. 
There were even moments when we were wonder¬ 
ing whether to release the material at all or to keep 
it as a musical background for our drunken 
escapades. Because „Back in the Grave 1 ' is fully 
accorded to our tastes, so we are totally devoid of 
pretences and ambitions to prove the world that it 
is a good album and so on. I got the opinions from 
the individuals I wanted to, and everyone else is 
free to make his own conclusions. I am not sure 
which bands in particular you call early 90’s BM 
revivers, but still I would say that there are good 
musicians as well as such that bust their balls in 
doing something they have no the blood for, and 
hide it all behind such crap as concepts and fan- 
ship. Nothing bad though... as long as the blood 
keeps being spilled... I don’t know if you got the 
answer you expected; at any case, Jack in the 
Grave" mirrors the BM sound we like, not your 
excruciating German neo-Heavy Metal bands or 
such that are called Black Metal just because they 
> have happened to have a bit more riffs than the 
Goth sound allows, HAHAHAHAL. 

And how did it come up to the forming of ORENDA 
actually? I think it would be also useful to forward 


what the very name of your project means exact¬ 
ly... for those who don’t know or cannot compre¬ 
hend the Bulgarian explanation at the BLEEDING 
BLACK website... 

In fact, ORENDA is almost a BLEEDING BLACK 
coeval previously under another name, the OREN¬ 
DA one „came" kind of unnoticeably in the last 2- 
3 years. We hadn’t thought of releasing albums or 
anything like that but, little by little, this story start¬ 
ed living its own life and we just had to write the 
finale. The name of ORENDA has several meanings: 
1) a mysterious force of nature that could kill you 
via one single touch, 2) a secret force dwelling in 
the head of man, the body of an animal as well as 
in inanimate objects, 3) ancient Bulgarians believed 
that the orenda could oe transferred from one per¬ 
son to another. This explains the ritual with the 
skull chalice... with drinking from it the winner in 
the battle would take the power of his dead enemy. 
We also have ORENDISM („sacral murder") ... a 
supernatural force that transits from dead kings’ 
bodies to their heirs’ ones. 

In some of your tracks I discerned screaming parts 
that contribute enormously to the creepier aura of 
your debut - whose is the throat they come 
from??? 

That was the exact atmosphere I was trying to get, 
and what I was additionally aiming at was nothing 
ornate or lustrous so some decisions were made 
literally within seconds. The same goes for the 
screams you refer to. Right now I can’t remember 
which track(s) you are talking about exactly, such 
screams can be heard in two of the songs in the 
album, but what I can assure you of is that the 
screamers are still safe and sound, ha-ha-ha!!! 

I’m watching the p Back in the Grave" front cover 
right now and I think it strongly resembles that of 
„Too Black"... What can you tell me about it? 


Yeah, to the good or to the bad, both covers are 
done by the same artist. The guy attempted to cre¬ 
ate something original, but he kind of failed and 
came up with the easiest possible decision. I like 
the outcome though... after all, we are very close 
friends so I simply forgave and forgot, ha-ha... The 
problem is elsewhere... the guy is planning to use 
the same layout for the next ORENDA album too, 
HAHAHA! I gave total freedom to all: artists, musi¬ 
cians, lyric writers... let them do what they like to, 
what else... I can’t argue with freaks all the time, 
ha-ha-ha. 

I am yet to read the ORENDA lyrics, so can you say 
what we should expect there? Judging from the 
very track titles, the verses you are coming up with 
seem to be promising a bunch of thorns though... 

It’s always vampiriac who writes the lyrics, ana the 
ones that he wrote for „Back in the Grave" not only 
fit the album perfectly, but are also among its most 
radiant merits. I guess these verses, at least, 
should get the appreciation they deserve. There is 
a lot of blackness in them and they mirror the 
album’s mood perfectly, not just puerile words: The 
last track ..Obscurantism" is in French. 

I guess it is too early to ask, but is it planned 
„Back in the Grave" to be followed by other releas¬ 
es in the future or is ORENDA meant to remain a 
one-album project? What thoughts are hovering in 
your head right now? 

it’s not early, I recorded some stuff between 2003 
and 2004 and „Back in the Grave" was almost fin¬ 
ished early in 2005, so there is enough material for 
more albums. We are starting to rehearse soon 
without spurring ourselves up that much though, 
and sometime in 2007, even if not officially, we will 
come up with a new release...since we started this 
album game we’ll play it till the end now... In gen¬ 
eral, nothing is a 100 % certain, and that’s why 


ORENDA is suspended in Time without developing 
that dynamically, so anyone who has heard the first 
album can be sure he has heard the second one 
already as well. 

What is the feedback on ORENDA so far, by the 
way? I assume you have sent some mp3 files here 
ana there and track 2 (Jhe Shrine") is available for 
downloading at Packo s BLEEDING BLACK website 
in addition... 

If you’re talking about labels, there is no feedback 
because what we do is gathering and starting to 
discuss what we are going to do next...whether to 
send the material or not, whether to release or not 
and, while wondering about this all we get drunk 
without doing anything eventually...for almost 1 
year. Otherwise, tne responses are very good so 
tar, even a bit surprisingly good but, on tne other 
hand, I am quite satisfied. Apparently some people 
got tired of grandiose Black Metal creations and 
started gradually to realize that real Black Meal is 
way simpler... Oh, others ask why solos are miss¬ 
ing or go like „hey, this or that Band doesn’t play 
like that" or associate us with various bands in 
addition... Quite normal things on the whole and 
with ORENDA you will not find the sonic whore 
you’re looking for, HAHAHA! 

As I mentioned the BLEEDING BLACK site: what’s 
the current situation in the band? Are you going to 
delight us with new material till the ena of tne year? 

I wish I could say that we are coming up with a 
new material, but things are different unfortunately. 
We have the advanced record of the whole album 
almost but still there is a lot more work waiting to 
be done, and it is yet to find out who will do the 
vocal part, as Pagane is not in Bulgaria and her 
returns never last long enough. It would be great if 
she records the vocals anyway, because they will 
fit the new material best due to the more 
..dramatic" ambiences we wove this time and, after 
all, it is her who sings in the previous BLEEDING 
BLACK albums as well. Nevertheless, we might 
entrust Vampiriac with the task - that would be as 
easy as a piece of cake for him... 

How do you see 2006 Metal-wise? 

We’ll wait and see.Let’s hope this year will have 

its good releases, even though I seriously doubt 
that I will witness any... Quite few are the bands 
nowadays that could come up with material either 
groundbreaking or just REAL!

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With the band’s latest record, „Shovel Headed Kill Machine 14 , 
Thrash Metal titans EXODUS seem to be leading the tide and 
revival of Thrash Metal. „Tempo of the Damned 14 [2004], proved 
to be the resurrection of a band primarily known for thrashing 
and having fun.

Holt, EXODUS is leading the new tide of Thrash Metal, com¬ 
prised of both their old friends in DEATH ANGEL and 
MEGADETH, and of course with the new crop of Thrash bands 
worldwide. With 2005 nearing a close, the year could not have 
ended with the release of the most crushing album, „Shovel 
Headed Kill Machine 44 .

Tell me a bit about how the process for the new 
album, n Shovel Headed Kill Machine * differed from the 
previous album, „ Tempo of the Damned 
Gary Holt: Well with Jempo of the Damned 14 Andy 
Snbap was invaluable as far as having someone there 
to push me. But I am in the control room the whole 
time and Andy and I see eye to eye on everything as 

1 well. I have been doing this long enough also so that 
it is at a point where I know what I want. Production 
isn’t really rocket science, it’s just knowing what you 
want people to do and getting the performances and 
handing it off to Andy to work his magic on it. I basi¬ 
cally produced or co-produced every EXODUS album 
whether I get credit for it or not. 

How do you think the product differed this time around 
from Jempo of the Damned“. What sets „Shovel 
Headed Kill Machine** apart from Jempo of the 
Damned 44 ? Is there any more of a connection you 
have to this one because you produced it one hundred 
percent? 

No, not really. I love-working with Andy, but I just know 
what I want and it’s cheaper to have me do it [laugh¬ 
ter], But tlove working with Andy and there have been 
times when I missed having him in there to help me 
out there, especially with his engineering expertise. I 
wouldn’t-say this album is more personal: it is just 
angrier and more aggressive. I had to overcome a few 
more obstacles, which always inspires me. I work bet¬ 
ter when I have my back against the wall. 

In comparison to the past EXODUS albums, would you 



consider this one to be the most aggressive one and 
the best one production wise? 

I’d say it is the most aggressive I would say for sure. 
It is pretty raw also, more so than Jempo of the 
Damned 44 .1 kind of wanted that really because Jempo 
of the Damned’ is super polished and sounds amaz¬ 
ing. The both share a lot of similarities. I’d rank this 
one second in the catalog just because I will never 
rank anything above ^Bonded by Blood 44 . 

When some people say that an album loses feel 
because the production is so good and the raw feel¬ 
ing disappears, what do you think of that? 

Not necessarily, I like my shit to sound great. The bet¬ 
ter it sounds, the better it sounds loud. It should 
always be as tight as possible. This album is a bit 
rawer because of the way we recorded it. We had less 
time to record this album than we did for Jempo of 
the Damned 44 . There were times when we were going 
for it because we had to get it done. We really pushed 
the envelope with this one and just flew through it. We 
made shit happen quick. A lot of people say drums 
may sound too produced, well I want them to sound 
like canons. I want them to sound great, the last thing 
I would want to do is make an album that sounds like 
it made it on 1987 technology. I never want to do that, 
I want it to sound great. I want it to sound better than 
everybody else’s shit. 

Tell me a bit about the cover art. You talk about the 
drums sounding like canons, you have a piece of 
artillery right on the front. 


That is a question I realk should tnow the answer to. 
The artwork-was done by a guy named Anthony and 
we sent him a rough idea^uid what he came back with 
on the first draft was exactly what we wanted! It envi¬ 
sioned the entire thing! It is the best album cover we 
have had and jt has a great vibe to it. 

If s got a bit of a Death Metal vibe to it also. 

Yeah, and I like Wat! I like artillery. I like skulls, I have 
the best of all three worlds. 

Tell me a bit about how each of the new guys got into 
the group, starting with Paul Bostaph. 

Oh totally! When Tom [Hunting, drums] had his men¬ 
tal break down, the first name that came to mind was 
Paul. The thing was that I didn’t know if he had any 
other projects going on at the time. I got in touch with 
him and as luck would have it he didn’t. He wanted to 
come jam, so he came up and we jammed. Things 
clicked right away. Tom, leading up to his initial break¬ 
down, was already dealing with his issues, but was 
keeping it to himself. This was before he believed he 
was dying. He was battling me on tempos a bit. He 
didn’t want it to be as fast as I did. 

He couldn’t have done „Deathamphetamine“ in that 
kind of condition. 

Well, I jammed that on Tom too, but when he started 
getting worse and before it got bad, ..Shovel Headed 
Kill Machine 44 was half the speed it was when I ended 
up playing it with Paul. So when Paul asked if he could 
put some double bass in the songs and I said, not at 
all [laughter]! You play it that fast, sure I dream dou¬ 
ble bass. I let him play what he wanted. 

Tell me a bit about how Lee Altus joined the band. 
Well when Rick [Hunolt, guitars] quit the band, Lee 
was the only person I had in mind. He is one of my 
oldest friends and one of the best guitar players I have 
ever known. So I never considered anyone else, I just 
called up Lee and he told me he had been waiting 
twenty years to join the band anyways. He is here and 
it is perfect. 

How have people accepted the new album? 

They love it! The reviews have been off the hook. 
People are saying it is better than Jempo of the 
Damned 44 . Of course you have the few nay-Sayers, but 
they are usually people who aren’t fans anyways. Every 
other review I have read, the people have been blown 
away. With Jempo of the Damned 44 , it is a great 
album, but it was held by low expectations. People 
expected EXODUS to get back together and make a 
mediocre album and just be another band well passed 
their prime making an album of re-hashed eighties’ 
Thrash and then going out and tour, playing only two 
songs from it and living off their past successes. I am 
not about that. I am about making killer new albums 
and not living off past albums. This album here, with 
all the problems, people didn’t expect it to be this 
good, especially with all the problems. You should 
never doubt me because I will shut you up. Because I 
am that kind of guy, I work better when people ques¬ 
tion your abilities. 

I think that especially the label has put you as the face 
of EXODUS and how do you feel when someone criti¬ 
cizes something so personal to you? 

I don’t care. I don’t expect people to love me. People 
don’t have to love my band to be my friend, that’s not 
the type of person I am. I don't give a fuck, love me 
or hate me. There was a time when we were Metal 
darlings, but now with the internet, people love me and 
people hate me. I really can’t care whether someone 
likes me or not. I am doing what I want to do, and 
every last one of them would cut off their testicles to 
do what I do. These little kids sitting behind their com¬ 
puters talking shit, it is like dude, I have forgotten sex 
with more women than these kids will ever have. I 
have had more fun and visited more countries than 
they will ever have the luxury to and I get paid to do 
it. So I tell them, fuck you, I don’t care if you like me. 
So long as there are people who do like what I do and 
support what I do I will keep doing it because I am 
having fun. If you don’t like it, that’s fine. I don’t 
expect a fan of STRATOVARIUS to like EXODUS, and I 
don’t expect an EXODUS fan to like STRATOVARIUS. 
When we were starting out, people supported all the 
forms of heavy music and now it Is so alienated. I love 
Black Metal and I love Death Metal, but now kids are 
'.close-minded. 

I think that the close mindedness comes with catego¬ 
rization and putting little labels on different bands. You 
couldn't put two bands in a category and say, „l only 
like AMON AMARTH for example. 44 
I love AMON AMARTH! k 

I love AMON AMARTH also, but throw IRON MAIDEN 
into their own category and people screw themselves 
over out of close mindedness. 

Well if you go over to Europe you' can see the same 


people loosing their minds over SAXON as they do with 
DIMMU BORGIR, CRADLE OF FILTH, and THE HAUNT¬ 
ED. All fantastic bands. Here in the States | everyone 
says they like only a few bands and only those bands. 
It is getting better. 1 

The internet is creating a dichotomy. People are close 
minded because they are exposed to so much of one 
thing, say Power Metal. At the same time, there are 
opportunities to expand into so much stuff. 

There is good and bad to it. The internet also allows 
cowards to talk all the shit they want. People who 
would never say these things to my face, because they 
will get hurt. I am not by nature a violent man... yes I 
am [laughter]. I am cool. A good example of internet. 

I have read reviews, say on Blabbermouth they are 
talking, some dude says the album is great and anoth¬ 
er guy says he met me and that I was an asshole. I 
am completely nice to everyone and I am the most 
open person to my fans. I am more active on my own 
message board than most people in any band. But, 
you get some guy who was wasted out of his brain, 
obnoxious, bad breath, drunk, and drooling, and I 
don’t want to talk to him. All he remembers is that I 
didn’t want to talk to him. But he doesn’t remember 
he was fuckin’ idiot. Whatever, it doesn’t matter that 
much to me. I want to have fun, and I wouldn’t be 
doing this if I weren’t having fun, that is why I quit in 
1993. 

What exactly happened between 1993 and Jempo of 
the Damned 44 ? 

Well in 19931 quit because I wasn’t having fun. It had 
become too much of a business and a bad one at 
that. I had a brand new daughter at home and it was 
a no brainer for me. I chose to walk away. In 1997 
we did the reunion with Paul [Baloff, vocals] and that 
was great and we planned on making a new album, 
but my marriage was on the rocksftso I decided to 
step away from it for awhile. We never actually broke 
up. Some people say we reunited and then were done, 
no that isn’t the case. We were just separated and in 
19971 was able to come back and play. Then with 
drugs, Paul’s death, more drugs, and things were a 
mess, it wasn’t the right time. It wasn’t till Jempo of 
the Damned", and that was only because I was clean. 

I wouldn’t have been able to do that album if I was 
still on dope. 

There has been a huge change of lifestyle on the road 
from the early days till today? 

Well I still like to drink, but drinking wasn’t my demon. 

I drink, I get drunk I get up and a fall down, no prob¬ 
lem. But methamphetamine was our demon and we 
always did the shit. But there was a time when we 
did the drugs and the drugs didn’t do us. Unfortunately 
that still is the case for Rick. I tried for two and half 
years, and I will be clean for three years in December, 
and I tried the whole time to get Rick to follow me. 
We could just never do it. You have to do it for your¬ 
self. Some people can do it and others have trouble. 
Some people are weekend warriors, they will work all 
week and then go out and do a few fat bumps of 
speed and they go out and party on Saturday night. 
Some people smoke up an eight ball. Whatever, it is a 
mess and it’s awful, sometimes you need to hit rock 
bottom before you can get out. 

What drove you to get clean? 

Well, it had nothing to do with the band, I just didn’t 
want to follow Paul. The other four friends I know have 
all died from the shit. A lot of people don’t know one 
person who has died from the shit. I know five, all 
where my best friends. It is a life choice, a choice to 
live. I got my life back. When I was getting high, I 
could sit in a room with some of the finest gear in the 
world and the most beautiful guitars and I’d play them 
for five minutes and then put them down to do more 
dope. Now I don’t ever want to put them down. 

What was it like to tour with Dave Mustaine and 
MEGADETH last fall? 

It was great! Dave has been a friend of mine since the 
early 1980s and it was great to reconnect with him. 
We had a great time. I owe a debt to Dave for having 
the balls to take us out on tour because not a lot of 
people do. 

Here is an open ended question. Why do you think 
Thrash Metal started in San Francisco? 

I think it started in San Francisco because the bay area 
was far and away the first location in the United States 
to be hip to all the great Metal, coming from Europe. 
New York, Chicago, LA, all those^ places had no idea 
who ANGEL WITCH. DIAMOND HEAD, TYGERS OF PAN 
TANG. VENOM, and SWEET SAVAGE were. We were the 
first to get into it. We were doing IRON MAIDEN cov¬ 
ers when everyone thought they were originals playing 
I backyard parties. People in the bay area knew who 
IRON MAIDEN was. We took that influence along with 



the classic Metal like BLACK SABBATH and MOTOR- 
HEAD. We were also 1 into the early 1980’s British Hard 
Core Punk. Priest and all that stuff also. The bay area, 
i especially largely due to Rampage Radio run by Ron 
1 Quintana, was listening to that stuff before anyone else 
in the States. 

So it was that and the network of tape trading. How 
involved were you in that? 

I would send people an occasional tape of our shows. 

I have known people have shown me their lists of over 
300 live shows on tape. They were all categorized by 
time, length, where they were from, quality of the 
audio, all that. I was never much into it. 

How is the internet like or not like? 

The thing about the tape trading was that it didn't hurt 
album sales. You are trading live bootlegs and stuff 
like that. It is a double edge sword also because the 
internet is great for unknown bands to be discovered. 
People are going to bootleg and people are going 
download, there is nothing that can be done about it. 
It is here to stay. Makes me wish that sometimes all 
we had were 8-tracks and LPs, but albums get leaked. 
..Shovel Headed Kill Machine" leaked and .Tempo of 
the Damned 1 * leaked, there is nothing you can do 
about. It hurts you if your album sucks, fortunately, 
none of ours have. It can work for you by building a 
buzz around how good the album is. Someone down¬ 
loads an advance copy and says it sucks, it is going 
to hurt you in the first week of sales. 

How are things with Nuclear Blast? 

Great! We put them through hell in the last year with 
all the member changes. By the time I see them in 
Europe the guys in Germany will have gray hair. But 
we love them and they have done nothing but great 
things for us. 

Compare Rob Dukes’ vocals and the vocals on past 
records? 

I don’t think there is any comparison really between 
him and Zetro [Steve Souza], he is much better. Zetro 
did a good job on .Tempo of the Damned", but there 
are a lot of things that he does on the record that 
annoy me. like the Bon Scott love shout thing. But that 
is what Andy and I went out of our way to minimize 
on the last album, and that is why he went over so 
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well He did a good-job. incorporated some other ele- 
menrednto it, but he left a lot of that out. I think that 
Rob ha^i lot more in cbpion with Paul than Zetro 
at times. \ \ 

In some ways, the Bon Scott thing is something you 
leave to be someone else’s signature. You have to find 
yourself as a vocalist really. 

Can’t eliminate what someone else did because you 
have to pay homage to them, but you can't milk it. You 
put your own spin on it. 


Are you planning to re-record anything^ 

Before Tom and Rick lefUhe band, we wig planning 
on re-recording ..Bonderr^y Blood" witP^different 
guest singers. We had a lot of really great lingers 
lined up to do it, but I would never do it without Tom 
and Rick. That would be wrong of me to do it by 
finyself. 

How do you do the setlists for this tour? How do you 
manage to balance all the old stuff and the new mate¬ 
rial? 


It is hard [laughter]! We are doing almost everytlihg 
from the new album that is what I am here for, to 
make new albums, not rehash the old stuff. I am not 
playing „Toxic Waltz" tonight because I am sick to 
death of that song. I would happy to never play that 
song again even ‘though tons of fans like it. I have 
been thanked anally for not playing it because it is 
overplayed. It is a s great little Thrash anthem, but it is 
not what the band is about anymore. We are about 
thrashing, fury, and aggression.

No, there hasn’t been any talk of that at all. I don’t 
think it will happen, as I’m not sure there is suf- 
ficiewf demand for it. Added to that, it’s still quite 
easy to get a hold of via a lot of distributors, so 
if people want it, they can find it. I would prefer 
us to just put all our efforts into the future rather 
than going back to the past. That’s not saying it 


will never happen, but there are no plans for it at 
this stage, m t 

What was the reason for your old vocalist 
Matthew to leave PSYCROPTIC? 

We asked huff to leave. After quite a while of ten¬ 
sion within the band, we felt iLwas the only 
choice we had. His attitude was becoming vastly 
different to ours, and he didn’t like the touring 
aspect of the band. He didn’t come with us on our 
first tour of Europe, and we couldn’t ceally con¬ 
tinue with that hanging over the band. Jason (new 
vocalist) came with us to Europe andjfitted into 
> the band very well. We’re tighter as fronds than 
we have ever been before. 

I guess Tasmania is not the most suitable place 
for a brutal Death / Grind band like PSYCROPTIC. 
Can you tell me more info about the scene in this 
place? Was it hard to make the band and are , 
there other good names? 

Well, I would have to say Tasmania is actually a 
good place to have a band, due to the fact that 
there are minimal distractions. We all live close to 
each other so we can practice a lot. There isn’t a 
„scene“ really so we aren’t influenced by any out¬ 
side factors...we can just fully concentrate on the 
band. There are quite a few good bands ’down 
here like INTENSE HAMMER RAGE. ZERO 
DEGREE’S FREEDOM, RUINS and LURKING...but 
these bands are located all over the state. The 
main difficulty is the fact that we are on an island, 1 
so it’s quite costly to travel, but that’s about the 
only problem we face really. Tasmania is a really 
nice place to live as well. 

Do you feel annoyed by the fact that your album 
is available to download from the internet before 
to be released officially? As though the internet 
became a two-edge dagger, it is good for promo¬ 
tion but a lot of people download whole albums 
for free. 

Yeah, it kind of sucks that the whole album was 
available like 3 days after the promo CDs were 



sent ouLespecially since (at the time of this 
interview) we haven’t even got our copies of the 
album. It would be great if everyone who down¬ 
loaded the album bought it, but that will never 
happen. A lot of people don't realise how much it 
actually hurts the bands as most people assume 
that since you have a CD or two released you 
must be making a lot of money (haha). We fuckin 
wish!! On the other hand downloading does give 
extra promotion, and a lot of people who would 
have never heard of us probably now will. But 
financially for the bands and labels invoked, 


downloading is really hurting the scene. 

Since I don t have tne lyrics, I can only suppose 
from the track names what they are about.Jt 
seems that you pay a lot of attention to the lyri¬ 
cal part in your albums as well, am I right? 

Yes, the lyrics are quite important...not because 
we carry some kind of „message“...just because 
we want all parts to be equal. There isn’t any point 
in having great guitar riffs and cool drum parts, 
and the having shitty lyrics. We just want to have 
a high quality rounded package. The lyrics on the 
new album are quite different to what we’ve done 
before...they are mainly dealing with twisted sci fi 
(hemes. We hope people can enjoy them for what 
(hey are, and take what ever meaning they see fit. 
You have toured with bands such as INCANTA¬ 
TION, DEED OF FLESH, HATE ETERNAL, all of them 
professional bands. In your opinion, what are the 
main differences between PSYCROPTIC and the 
above mentioned bands in professional aspect? 

I guess we learned a lot about actually looking 
after ourselves on the road from these bands, as 
they have toured quite extensively...and we’re just 
starting to do a lot more touring so the tips are 
coming in handy. I guess since we’ve taken on 
board a lot of the ‘professional’ aspects of these 
mentioned bands there isn’t a lot that differs in 
the way we actually conduct ourselves profes¬ 
sionally. We try to treat everyone with respect and 
courtesy, and of course we expect it in return. 
What is your opinion about religions? Where do 
p see the connection between some religions 
and the so-called .world terrorism"? 


I m not a fan of any organised religion, as all they 
do is to enslave people to feel like they are 
„beneath“ a tiigher power. Fuck that! People 
should feel as’they are in control of their ‘destiny’ 
and not influenced by a ‘god’ or whatever. I see 
some connections between certain aspects of ter¬ 
rorism and religions...but not as much as the 
media and governments would like us to think. We 
are living in an age where governments and the 
media use fear to control people. There is an 
excellent documentary called ‘Lo«e change’ that 
everyone should watch that outlines exactly how 
much the governments of the world are involved 
in so called ‘terrorism’. I personally feel there is 
more behind it than we are actually told...but, 
that’s my opinion anyway. 

Speaking of the world terrorism, do you endorse 
the foreign policy of your government? Why most 
of the Metal bands despise the politics and their 
line? 

I don’t endorse our government’s foreign policy, 
no. I think it actually does more harm than good. 
Most Australians feel the same way. But, in the 
end, it’s a bunch of politicians in back rooms 
making these deals to further their own ideals and 
careers. I would say that many Metal bands (and 
people into more extreme subculture^ openly 
despise certain areas of politics because they 
don’t feel scared to do so. In a lot of cases peo- 
plejlMAetal are already looked down upon by 
mainstream society, so speaking their views won t 
do^fnuch to (further) harm their reputations. 
Mainstream society might feel the same way polit¬ 
ically, but might feel scared to voice such opin¬ 
ions. 

You already have 3 albums behind your backs so 
we can’t take you for a young band. Can you giye 
here some advices to young Death Metal bands, 
that make their first steps? What islhe most 
important thing for a band to sunff%io the first 5 
years? '4. 

I would say to have a strong friendship the 
band, and to set realistically achievable goals. 
This way everyone is working on getting to the 
same place both musically and professionally, if 


each member in the band is pulling in different 
directions then reaching a goal is going to be near 
impossible. Other than that, I would suggest try¬ 
ing something different musically and not being 
scared to experiment. 

In the past the communist system was preaching 
that Heavy Metal is music only for outsiders and 
degenerated people in the West. I guess the poli¬ 
tics in your area are also not very kind toward the 
Metal music as a whole?! 

Well, yes and no. Our local government has an 
Arts and Music department, which is totally sup¬ 
portive of PSYCROPTIC and our music. Believe it 
or not, but at the moment PSYCROPTIC are the 
most widely distributed band from Tasmania, so 
we are very much supported. They have given us 
grants in the past to help us tour, which was very 
generous of them. Politically, there isn’t too much 
xif a backlash against Metal*... but occasionally 
some politicians use the subject of extreme music 
to push their ideals (i.e. should be banned due to 
content, etc)... but very rarely. 

How is the weather now in Tasmania? By the way, 
where does the name of Tasmania come from? 

The weather out here is OK at the moment. We’re 
still in summer, but it is cooling off a bit now. In, 
summer it can get up to 40 degreesJjyt in win- I 
ter we usually have snow on the top*# the moun¬ 
tain above our city, Hobart. So the" weather is 
quite varied actually.

Yeah, we’re 100% down for it, as it will be at the 
end of our European tour we’re doing with, HATE 
ETERNAL and BELPHEGOR. We do about 20 / dates 
with these guys, then we have a couple $ days 
off then we play the fest. Some of the other bands 
to play on the fest will be DISAVOWED, AVULSED, 
GOREROTTED, ARSEBREED, among a heap more.

Born back in 1992, PAST REDEMPTION has always been one of the 
most powerful and extreme Bulgarian Metal bands ever. There was 
a 10-year period of time when the band was inactive. However, 
nowadays there are far more interesting things happening around it. 

PAST REDEMPTION released a brand new, kick-ass album called 
„Forever Burning Scorn“. The original guitar player Krassy and the 
mad bass player Mitco will tell you things about the new 
album, the band and the Bulgarian Metal Scene. 


GARO PILIBOSYAN 


Congratulations on your new album .Forever Burning 
Scorn 44 , what a slaughter! Are you personally satisfied 
with what you have done? 

Krassy: Thanks! I hope that fans will like it. When we 
finished with the mastering of the album we were very 
satisfied with the final result. Now that I have heard it 
hundreds of times I feel that it could have been better, 
but I hope we will make it with our next album. 

Mitco: We worked on it a lot and it became good on 
the whole, but we are never satisfied with ourselves 
and aim at higher goals. If we stay satisfied with 
something that we have already achieved that would 
mean stagnation, and this will never happen to us. 
Apart from the Bulgarian stores, which other places in 
the world can be your album purchased from or 
should one contact directly Counter Attack 
Productions? 

K: As far as I’m concerned, Counter Attack 
Productions have done their best „Forever Burning 
Scorn 44 to be released outside Bulgaria. Copies are 
sent almost everywhere they might cause interest. Till 
then, the album can be ordered from Counter Attack 
Productions at http://counterattack.dir.bg 
What stands behind the CD cover representing the lad 
scratching on the wall? 

K: Ha! That was funny to hear, as it is actually a 


female that the cover represents. The whole idea of 
the album was hovering around a favourite movie of 
mine, namely „Hellraiser". The tracks themselves are 
in a chronological order and that was the only picture 
that I was imagining, while listening to the album. We 
had come to the decision that it would be ridiculous 
to continue with the typically Death Metal layouts. 
How did you succeed to get so high and be recog¬ 
nized as one of the best and most extreme Bulgarian 
bands after 10 years of silence? What is this owing 
to? 

M: Above all, we are very good friends, we are always 
together (around the table), and I personally think that 
this is the strongest feature of PAST REDEMPTION. 
About the very beginning I can't tell anything because 
I’m in the band since 2004. but things right now are 
just like I portrayed them. 

K: We have never aimed at becoming stars, and we 
have never looked for recognition. We just do what we 
like and give a lot of ourselves with no reservation. 
Indeed, after such a long pause it will be rather hard. 
We started from nowhere and I’m really happy that we 
are already a great working Death Metal Machine! 

Do you observe the development of the world Metal 
Scene? Any new releases that might have impressed 
you? 


M: I definitely watch what’s going on worldwide. I 
personally enjoyed the latest album of OBITUARY. But 
we try not to listen to other bands too much, because 
this would sooner or later lead to imitating other 
band’s sound, and we have already built our own PAST 
REDEMPTION style, and we have consolidated it with 
our latest album. 

K: Honestly speaking, I have quite vague observations 
of the World Metal Scene. And each of us has his own 
musical tastes. I feel glad that I could see my favorite 
bands live - MEGADETH and W.A.S.P. in Sofia. I hope 
we will see SLIPKNOT too. 

On 10.12.2005 you organized a fest in the memory of 
Chuck Schuldiner, where some of Bulgaria’s most 
respected bands took part, and the lights and effects 
were on a really professional level. Are activities like 
that worth the money and nerves? 

M: Nerves and money, what are you talking about? Of 
course that it WAS worth the nerves and money. 
Naturally, it was all connected with a lot of work, but 
when one sees the outcome later, satisfaction is a 
hundred percent guaranteed. I think that all the people 
who attended the concert would confirm it. Of course, 
all the credits should go to Stefan (drums on PAST 
REDEMPTION) and Vladimir (bass on HYPERB0REA). 
The lights, the sound...everything went perfect. And I 
also think that the bands themselves (PAST 
REDEMPTION. HYPERBOREA. THE REVENGE PROJECT. 
CLAYMORE, WARTIME...e.d.) acted like utter 
professionals...! mean it, they all rocked. As a whole, 
I think that this concert will be in people’s mouths for 
many months ahead. 

Your albums since 1993 and 1994 sound rather pri¬ 
mal and are more like Grind-oriented, while you play 
definitely more technically now, with a Death Metal 
sound. Is it the change of tastes / time / the line up 
that stands behind this? 

K: I am not sure of what this is due to but I know that 
the tendency is our next album to be more brutal and 
technical than ..Forever Burning Scorn". 


Brutallica Records shows interest in re-releasing both 
of your albums on one CD. Do you think this is pos¬ 
sible? I suppose that Riva Sound has no the final word 
here anymore...? 

K: We are considering the idea of re-releasing our 
albums, but we will work on their remixing first. We 
also think of adding unreleased songs which will make 
out of the CD an interesting compilation. When every¬ 
thing gets ready and if interest is available, we might 
discuss it. As for Riva sound, there is nothing to talk 
about. 

M: Yeah, in my opinion things will get very good if we 
start working with Brutallica Records. 

Is there life after death? 

K: If I get back from the other side someday, you will 
be the first to know. 

M: FUCK! If I think a bit, there is. For example, a few 
days ago all around me claimed I was gone and now 
I’m writing total crap and I’m trying to think. There is 
obviously life after death! 

Future plans? Studio work, releases, concerts...? 

M: We will have to drink a lot of alcohol before that, 
ha-ha-ha. That’s the first part of the plan, and the rest 
will come to its place by itself. We have finished the 
work on several tracks for the next album, we even 
played some of them on 19.02.2006 - the .Forever 
Burning Scorn" release party, and I think that they 
were accepted very well by the crowd. Otherwise, we 
are concentrated on the stage appearances in April, 
when we will play with several Death Metal bands from 
abroad. 

K: I can say for sure that there will be no more 1-year 
pauses even. Do not expect us to play at one and the 
same club every month though... I think that’s boring 
and pointless, we prefer to stay in our rehearsal place 
and work on new material instead.

When it comes to defying genres and pushing the boundaries 
of Metal, no name should be more prevalent in Metal fans’ 
heads than MESHUGGAH. Since the band’s inception over 
fifteen years ago, each release has brought fourth a new jour¬ 
ney to the listener. The band’s last two releases, the EP and 
„Catch 33“, prove to be by far the most interesting releases. 
The two songs add up to over an hour of music. Despite the 
band’s clear stray from conventional recording processes 
and music writing, the band has managed to gain a larger 
audience than ever before. 


ALEXI FRONT 

First off, this is the first tour you are doing in 
the states in support of „Catch 33How has 
the response been to the album in terms of the 
audience? 

Thomas Haake [Drums]: It is hard to say. We 
have not been here touring, till now in the 
States. All the reviews are going really well. They 
are better on average then the past albums. We 
have not seen any really bad reviews of it. As far 
as that goes it has been really good. It is hard 
to say, as we have not been touring for this 
album for too long. People are digging it no 
doubt. For what it is, people are understanding 
what „Catch 33“ is. It wasn’t written for live 
intentions. But now we do some shows for it, 


and we do part of it, like ten minutes of it, and 
it works as live material. It would be almost 
impossible to play the whole thing. It is too 
much to learn. 

How do you play the songs of Catch 33 live? 

Well the album is one song, it is just divided up 
into several songs, or chapters. But it is one 
continuous piece of music. For me it seems 
strange to talk of it as songs. We play a part 
that starts as a sample from the album that is 
played from the front of the house, then we play 
about ten minutes of the album. It is not a mix 
of different parts of the album; it is just one 
stretch of the album. It goes from the middle of 
the album for ten minutes. 


Essentially, „Catch 33“ is a continuation of the 
X EP and follows the same concept. How did 
the recording process work? 

We started to write for the „Catch 33“ record, 
and what we had written in the beginning was 
going to be the J“ EP which was going to be 
released on Fractured Transmitter, which would 
later release the J“ EP. We lost track of what we 
wanted to do after a month of recording. We 
were also recording with live drums. We weren’t 
feeling it and we started over. We did a totally 
different thing and that became the „l“ EP which 
was released on Fractured Transmitter. After 
that, we immediately started writing for the 
„Catch 33“ record. It took quite a lot of time. 
The J“ EP was just going to a collection of 
material we were jamming on put together after 
a week. It was meant to be more of a funny side 
thing. But then, as usual, once we got into it and 
started feeling it and fooling around with it. It 
must have been four or five months to finish the 
X EP. Then „Catch 33“ took about eight or nine 
months. Even though we have been away from 
the states and away from touring we have been 
busy. 

How did the creative process for Meshuggah 
change over time? It is a drastic change to go 
from eight or nine songs on an album to one 
conceptual song. How does that process come 
about and how do the transformations take 
place? 


In a lot of ways, I’d say that all of our releases 
until „l\lothing“, everything was written separate¬ 
ly. I would co-write with Martin or Frederick, 
Martin would write with Frederick or by himself, 
Jens would write by himself, and we would bring 
stuff together, most of which would be complete 
songs. „Catch 33“ and J“ were both a full band 
efforts. With the X EP, Frederick and I went to 
a jam room and we would must play. When we 
would find something we liked, like a pattern or 
a riff, on the drums, we would do takes of ten 
to fifteen minutes of me playing that part. Since 
we jammed them I would stray from the pattern 
and keep going. We would take a chunk of that 
and add it to the next part. That is how J“ came 
to be extremely random. For us, it is almost 
impossible to learn it, because everything is so 
random. When we had record the guitars and 
bass, we had to draw schematics for the whole 
thing. Not notations, but simple guides to where 
all the hits where because it was all random. 
There is not a pattern or anything. That was also 
why it took so long to record it. Onto the „Catch 
33“ release, because we programmed all the 
drums, it was basically all four of us in an office 
space around one computer and we had a Line 
6 Vetta Head plugged into the PC through a 
soundcard, and that is how we made the whole 
album. The only things we added in the studio 
were the vocals. Apart from that, „Catch 33“ 
was us, four guys sitting around a computer. 









Everyone was involved in all the guitar parts and 
all the drum parts. Even though Martin and I 
wrote the lyrics, everyone was involved in 
putting the lyrics to the music. That is a big 
aspect of the record. When you write music like 
this, you need to get the vocals to flow with it, 
but still have it connect to the rhythmic pattern. 
It is difficult. 

Is there a vocal / lyrical theme? 

Basically, the title and the image, the cover art 
suggest that it is a paradoxes. It is not a theme 
in that sense. It just that if you look into lyrics 
you find that everything is paradoxical within the 
lyrics. 

So there is a contradiction and paradox within 
the music and the recording process and the 
lyrics! 

It is very much so! Everything is paradoxical! We 
really ended up breaking up a taboo within this 
genre. It is taboo to have programmed drums, 
especially a band like us, were the drums have 
always been prominent. It really throws a lot of 
people off: but it is one of those things we want¬ 
ed to do. We noticed the programmed drums 
worked really well with the idea of having a gui¬ 
tar driven album. The programmed drums sound 
a bit like a real drummer, they are emotionless 
and turned out really well. 

What did Nuclear Blast think about this concept 
when you brought it up? 

They were surprised to hear that we did not 
want to use live drums. Other than that they did¬ 
n’t have much to say. They don’t usually have 
much to say about what we do, they don’t ques¬ 
tion us. We have been doing this for fifteen 
years, so I guess they like what we do, and this 
is just the way we want it. We wouldn’t let any¬ 
one have a hand in our music. 

Tell me now a bit about the 8-string guitars. 
When did this idea first come about? What was 
it like first playing these things? 

We have used the seven string guitars since they 
first came out, since ’91 or ’92. We did not use 
them on first album, but from „None“ and on we 


used seven string guitars. This guy in Sweden 
said he could build us a guitar with as many 
strings as we wanted. We thought a bit about 
experimenting with an additional low string. 
Once, we started using the eight string guitars, 
there was a lot of inspiration within the instru¬ 
ment, because we found we can write new 
things in a different way. They are not suited for 
playing power chords on the lower strings, but 
for single string riffs, it is unique to go way 
down like that. It was a really cool thing! 

So there was a creative rejuvenation with these 
new guitars? 

That may be a bit of an exaggeration, but it cer¬ 
tainly helped us find new ways to write in our 
style of music. 

Now I also read that the band was under a lot 
of stress during the „Nothing“ sessions. Tell me 
a bit about that and the all-nighters. 

Basically, we didn’t have our studio, so we 
booked studio time at Daniel Bergstrand’s stu¬ 
dio, which was a bit far away from Stockholm. 
Early on in the recording we got the offer to do 
Ozzfest, and that is what put pressure on us. 
The whole album, especially the production, suf¬ 
fered from us having to rush everything. To give 
you a hint of the differences, for „Chaosphere“ 
we used ten weeks for the vocals. For 
„Nothing“, we used seven days for the vocals. 
We had him scream, and that was that. We used 
up maybe eight days for drum recording, seven 
days for vocals and a week for guitars and bass. 
Basically we mixed an album and literally as 
soon as the mix was done, we got into a cab 
and went to a mastering place and Frederick 
basically fell asleep while mastering, he was up 
for fifty hours. The next morning we flew to the 
states. It was really stupid, we would have taken 
another two months for the album had we not 
done the Ozzfest. That is what put the pressure 
on us. 

When someone says Meshuggah is a technical 
band, sometimes that comes with a sort of neg¬ 
ative connotation that the music is hard to get 

J to. Do you think that because of the style of 
usic you play it is hard for some people to get 
into? 


I can’t really see that. People can be deterred 
but, you either like it or you don’t. I can’t see 
fans of everything liking us. If your favorite band 
is KREATOR, you will probably not like us. You 
have to be someone who is open minded and 
interested in new ways of writing music and 
thinking. If you are a super fan of old school 
Thrash Metal you are probably not gonna like it, 
you are probably not gonna like us. 

On the flip side some people including Rolling 
Stone magazine have placed MESHUGGAH high 
on the Metal mantel piece. How do you take this 
praise? How do you respond to people when 
they saw MESHUGGAH is the best band ever? 

We don’t respond at all. It is flattering I guess. 

We try not to put much sway into something like 
that. It seems like people write us up and think 
we are cool just because we are different and 
they think it is cool to like MESHUGGAH, so 
force themselves to like it. In all honesty, out of 
a hundred reviewers that write us up as a crazy 
band that everyone should know about, I don’t 
think half of them are even into it. We don’t take 
notice to those things. 

Are you going to go back to conventional 
recording processes for the next album? 

Yeah, we are gonna go back. „Catch 33“ and J“ 
are not meant for live us and we need some 
more live material. We plan to go back to basic 
song structures. No more continuous song 
structures. 

What are you going to bring back to the create 
process from „Catch 33“ and J“? >
